riade in Birmingham Shops knd Sold 
Through Persian Connivance. 

London, Jan. 27. — A despatch to the 
Globe, pabliehed this afternoon, from 
Birmingham, says tbe capture of the 
British ateamer Baluchistan off Muscat, 
tVrabia, by the British gunboat Lapwing 
and the seizure of her cargo of arms and 
ammunitions, has temporarily paralyzed 
some of the largo guiimakers, because 
the London merctiants concerned have 
ordered them to suspend operations. It 
ia aaij that some of the guns seized were 
from Birmingham, whence there baa 
been an exteuBive trade in arms to tbe 
Persian gulf. A well known manufac- 
turer eaye tliat on the order of a London 
merchant he has turned out a hundred 
ritlea and a ton of ammunition weekly 
for the last three years. The Persian 
authorities, it seems, winked at these 
irregularities, until Great Britain inter- 
fered. Tbe same firm was preparing to 
turn out 200 weapons monthly to tbe 
same customer. * 

HELD COUKT IN HOSPITAL. 

Vermont Judges Obligingly Visit the Bed- 
side of a Woman Accused of 
Murde.-, 

MoNTPKLiKR, Vt . , Jan . 27 . —The unique 
epectacls was presented to-day of the 
Supreme court sitting at tbe bedside of 
a defendant in the Heaton hospital. The 
court went to the hospital at the express 
request of counsel on both sides to hear 
arguments of counsel in the case of Mil- 
rlred Brewster, who ia under indictment 
for the murder of Anna L. AVheeler. 
'llie question to be decided is that of the 
validity of the indictment against Mies 
Brewster, the respondent claiming that 
the presence of a stenoerapher at the 
grand jury hearing invalidated the find- 
ings; MiES Brewster ia confined at the 
tiospital for an operation for the release 
of a bullet which she fired into her head 
in an attempt to commit suicide after 
she had shot Miss Wheeler.

Contractors to Have All the Precious 
Metals for a One Far Cent. 
Koyalty. 



Ottawa, Jan. 27.— By the terms o 
the contract made by the government 

with Meesrs. Mackenzie and Mann for 
the conatructioQ of. a railway from the 
Stiliine river to Tealin lalie, a winter 
road is immediately to be begun to ex- 
tend from the mouth of the river to the 
lake and bo tinished by Marcli lO. A 
railway ia to be built from navigable 
watera'on the Stikino river, at a point in 
Canada, to Teelin lake, all through Can- 
adian territory. This road will be 150 
,milea in length and is to be built, 
equipped and operated before Sep- 
tember 1, 1898. A spur of 
the railway from the Stikine river 
BOuthward to an ocean port in Britiah 
Colunabia may be built when required 
by the Rovernment of Canada, ia which 
case the ooatractors are to have the of- 
fer to constract it if they agree to the 
terms to be imposed by the government. 

The contractors are bound to provide 
steamship communication for pasBengers 
and freight from the terminus of the 
railway at Teblin lake down the Hoota- 
llnqua to Daweou City. 

All rates ou the proposed railway for 
freight and paeaeugera are to be first set- 
tled by the privy council, to be reduced 
25 per cent, at the end of four years, and 
further reduced by another 26 per cent, 
at the end of seven years, and after ten 
years such ratea to be fixed under the 
general railway act. 

The contractors arc to receive 25,000 
acres of land per mile in the Yukon dis- 
trict as a subsidy for building the winter 
road and railway, the lands to be so 
located that the government and con- 
tractors will have alternate blocks of the 
size of six miles by three miles.

CANADIAN TRADE. 

The Volume Well Malntained--Woollens Do- 
ing Better— Railway Hush Slill in 
Evidence. 

ToKONTO, Jan. 27.— G. Dim tt Co. "a 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
says: " While the late very heavy snow 
storm, the heaviest for quite a number 
of years, haa to some extent impeded 
business in the Montreal district, the 
Ottawa valley and northern points, its 
eflfecta are not aa widespread as at first 
imagined, and the general volume of 
trade ia fairly maintained at the level 
noted the padt fortnight. Some of the 
larger dry gooda houBea report good or- 
ders, and there la an ardent dispoaition 
to buy more freely than for several yeara 
past. The unexpected advance in wool- 
len underwear haa taken the shape of a 
shortening of the credit terms. All 
woollen manufacturers are well em- 
ployed, and dealers in raw wools say 
that ordera are better than for aeveial 
years. Wholesale trade in sugars and 
teas ia of quite moderate character, and 
in the former line there is a tendency to 
weakness ; but teas are all steadily held 
and the New York market for mediums 
and low grades is firm. 

Cable advices regarding the annnal 
aale of American raw furs, now going on 
in London, show a pretty general ad- 
vance on last year'a ngurea, though the 
advance ia not up to the expectatlona 
formed by aome dealera. The impTOve- 
ment in valuea baa been pretty well cal- 
culated in the prices that have been paid 
for raw furs this winter, and no further 
advance in local quotations is expected. 

Rails remain rather quiet, but domos- 
tic bar iron haa slightly advanced. In 
other lines there is nothing especially 
new and tho money market is wholly un- 
altered. 

There ia aome improvement reported 
this week in general wholesale trade at 
Toronto. The more seasonable weather 
has stimulated the demand for heavy 
wear, aud prices- of the leading staples 
rule firm. Manufacturers have large or- 
ders at hand, which will keep them busy 
for some months. The increased de- 
mand extenda to almost all departments. 
Profits are fair, the dispoaition to cut 
prices not being so apparent. 

Quite a number of small failures have 
occurred tbia week, but the comparison 
is favorable with former years. The 
railways are still doing a big buainees in 
div dends, prices of eecurilies have i\d- 
vHi.ced. For the third week of Jaruaiy 
i.i:o groRB earnings of the Grand Trunk 
were $-118, Sol, an increase of ^IG 8',12 as 
compared with thw corresponding week 
of laut year. The Canadian Pacific earn- 
ings for the same week were $olt6,000, an 
increaae of ifSl.OOO. 

r^arcR exports of farm produce con- 
tinue and the result is low rates of ex- 
change with easy money market. 
Another advance has taken place in 
wheat, which is in ^ood demand and 
coaree grains are higher. Prices of 
dressed hogs also show an advance. 

Money on call is easy at 4 per cent., 
and prime commercial paper is dis- 
counted at () per cent. Within a few 
days tho London money market ia higher 
lit 2 to per cent, on call, and open 
market discount rates 2'.^ to 2^., . The 
failures of the week were JO as against 
67 for the same week of last year.

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THE TOWN OF CBANBHOOK. 

Circvimitancea Which Will Now Quickly 
MHke It a Place of Great Importance. 

The followinp: facta as to the town of 
Craubrook, in KaatKootenay, now about 
to be firmly eatabliehed because of the 
completiou of the Orow'a Nest hrftucli of 
the CP.K., are from the Eaat Kootenuy 
Miner, published at Golden. 

The townsite covers 300 acres, and ie 
laid outonCranbrookeBtate, after which 
it is named. This estate compriaea 
18,000 acres and lies near the center of 
BOttth East Kootenay, The site lor the 
town could scarcely have been better 
selected, both from position and eitua- 
lioD. Its position la admirably chosen 
for sanitation purposes, although part of 
the site ia portion of a prairie, it ia by 
no means level, but has a considerable 
fall, in more directions than one, ao that 
no difticulty can bo experienced in pro- 
curing proper fall and level for drainage, 
and alEO a proper outlet for it. 

There is abimdance of good, whole- 
some water on the townsite, entlicieut to 
supply ior years a population of many 
tbous:inds. It haa three creoka runniui; 
liirouuh the town which yield 70J inchea. 
There are two sprinjia of water which 
never freeze, one yielding 100 inchea and 
the other 100 inches of water. There 
will be no difficulty and very little ex- 
pense in formioR these sources of supply 
into an admirable water system unsur- 
passed by any system yet in operation 
in Southern Britiah Columbia. 

So mach for poaition ; now for situa- 
tion. It is right in the centre of South 
East Kootenaj, a bpa^ line of traffic 
passing and repasaiiig it. Other towns 
are forming round about it. It is in the 
centre of all the big mines. It is in the 
centre of Crow 'a Neat Pass railway — its 
chief divisional point, where ita work- 
shops will be, 

Uranbrook ia near the Dewdney trail, 
which was the great line of traflic 
through Bouthern Britiah Cohimbia and 
is not far from the Walla Walla trail, 
which ia the thoroughfare from tlie 
south. When travellers were low and 
far between and population in the coun- 
try was scantier than it ia now, Cran- 
brook was a place of some commercial 
importance, greater at one time perhaps 
than any other town in South Eaat Koote- 
nay. It had a considerable trade. Tliia 
commercial importance it will retain 
owing to ita central position. 

Around it and at many miles distant 
are arising bustlini; towns, which, witti 
lees advantages, are rapidly filling up. 
Chief of these and westward are Moyie 
City and Swansea, both on Lake Moyie, 
and Ijoth on the line of railway. East- 
wards are Moyie, the Crow's Nest land- 
ing, also on the line of railway. The 
other towns of importance are Westport 
and Fort Steele, on the Kootenay river. 
There are many other surveyed town- 
Eitea with scanty populations, but which 
will fill up as the country advances and 
its resourres are developed. Chief of 
these are Kimberley and Perry, selected 
near good mining centres. 

One of the first spur lines that will be 
built from the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
will be from Cranbrook to the North 
.Star and Sullivan group of mines. Na- 
ture has provided two pasees through 
the St. Mary's hills, either of which can 
be selected for the spur line of railway, 
and the grade v;ill be a comparatiTely 
easy one. The St. Eugene mine is close 
to the main line of railway, not far from 
Moyie City. These two mines when in 
operation — which they will be, as Boon 
as the railway is constructed— will be the 
two largest producing mines in British 
Columbia. 

Tlie townsite is wholly situated upon 
the south-east aide of the railway line. 
On the northwest side are the divisional 
worksliops and round-house, It is upon 
this side of the line close to the foothills 
that the smelters will be located. A na- 
tural situation haa been provided for 
them. There is abundance of water and 
timber. The supply of water ia never- 
ending, the St. Mary's river, which is 
only four miles diattot, can be easily 
taoped and its waters bronght in, while 
the timber will be ezhaastlesB for years. 
The principal mines with the largest 
output will be in close rail- 
way communication to Craubrook 
with a down haul all the way. 

Ab soon as the railway with its spur 
to tlie North Star mine is constructed, 
e^o soon will the mines commence to ship 
their ore, enormoua quantitiea of which 
are now on the dump awaiting shipment 
both at the St, Eugene and the North 
Star mines. Theae ores must be treated 
at the nearest smelting point, and the 
nearest smelting point ia Cranbrook. 

Not only ia the townsite regularly and 
uniformly laid out, but 1,500 acres have 
been laid out suitable for suburban lota, 
Vrhich are divided into three hundred 
lota of five acres each. The owners not 
unnaturally foresee that Cranbrook ia 
rapidly to become the great commercial 
and mining city of South East Kootenay, 
and that it is desirable to make it also 
attractive as a residential town. 

The district of South lOast Kootenay 
has only been recently erected 
into a separate district and the 
seat of the government administration 
haa not yet been finally fixed upon, the 
conimisBioner being temporarily located 
at Fort Steele, where one of the mining 
recorder's offices is situated; but the 
})roper place for the seat of the adminis- 
tration is undoubtedly Cranbrook from 
ita central poaition, and among the first 
buildings that will be erected will in all 
]>robability be thegovernment buildings. 
.South lOast Kootenay is rapidly filling up 
with towns and ])opulationa, and the in- 
convenience of having to go to Fort 
Steele, which ia on the outskirts, ia be- 
cominK more apparenty every day, and 
the inconvenience will become greater 
when railway commnnication .is estab- 
lished. 

Events move rapidly, particularly in 
countries filling up with populationa and 
new iadustriea and large cities speedily 
arise'ftlll of the bustle and activity of 
coniinercial enterprise. Here in the 
-hear fnture at Gran brook is 'destined to 
be a great city, an important mining and 
commercial centre and the metropolis of 
South East Kootenay.

THE FSINCE OF WALES. 

First Completo Biography Now Interesting 
the British Public. 

Thedeaire of the English people to 
know all the details of the official and 
private life of their royal family has been 
l)artly appeaaod by the publication in 
i^ondon of the flrat complete biography 
of the Prince of Wales. Singularly 
enough no complete record of the re- 
markably diversified career of the heir 
to the throne has been given to the 
world before. Attempts in this direc- 
tion have been discouraged by the 
subject himself, but the present book 
furnishes internal evidences that it was 
completed under the royal sanction, for 
while it breathes the spirit of the cour- 
tier rather than the critic, it records 
such episodes as the famoua baccarat 
trial, which the Prince would probably 
be willing for the public to forget. Con- 
cerning the Prince, the writer says : 

" He is familiar with an almost be- 
wildering variety of subjects and posses- 
sea a wonderful faculty for almost in- 
atiuctively grasping the important 
features and the esetatial points on any 
matter under diacuBsion." 

An estimate of the Duke of Clarence 
in connection with hia career at Trinity 
college, Cambridge, illuatratea howqual- 
itiea which would commonly pass cur- 
rent lis weaknesses asauiuo the shape of 
virtues, viewed through friendly spec- 
taclee. 

" He has not, nor was it deaired that 
he ahould have the specialized intellect 
which," says the writer, " wina univer- 
sity prizes and scholarships, but he dis- 
played in a marked degree that peculi- 
arly royal quality of recognizing intellect 
in others." 

The authorship of the new book iscon- 
cealed from the public, but the Associ- 
ated Press learns that it is the work of a 
journalist well known in London, Mary 
Helloc (Mrs. Lowndes, formerly of Mr. 
Stead's paper.) It will bo issued iu the 
United States next month by Appleton. 
In pictorial embellishments, containing 
no leas than eighteen portraits of the 
Prince of Wales alone, and many other 
likenesaes of him iu company with other 
members of tlie royal family, it ia ex- 
ceptionally rich. The Prince is illus- 
trated from infancy to the present day. 
There ia the I'rinco in shcoting clothes, 
aa sportsman, yachtsman in a rakish 
cap, as an admiral, in fancy coatume for 
the Devonshire ball, in knickorbojkerj 
with the garter on his leg, on horseback 
in hia capacity aa colonel on the Tenth 
hussars and other uniforms and ordinary 
clothea. 

Moat of the hiatorical ctaaptera deal 
with matt3ra already pubtlahelt in de- 
scribing the tour of "the Prince through 
America in his youth it reveals the in- 
teresting fact that hjfore he was 
launched upon hia journey his father, 
the Prince Consort, supplied him with 
memoranda to be used in replying to the 
addresses which would be made to him 
during his progress. It says: "The 
best proof of the Prince Consort's wis- 
dom is found in the fact that everyone 
of those notes afterwards turned out to 
be aimply invaluable, owing to the pe- 
culiar aptneaa with which they had 
been framed to suit the circumatancea of 
each locality where an addreas was likely 
to be received." 

An incident ia related of a hunting 
trip which the hunting party made to 
Dwight, 111. When the priuce and hia 
retinue approached a farmhouse, the 
farmer, who was a Briton, invited 
everyone to enter except the Duke of 
Newcastle. "Notice, Newcastle," he 
shouted, " I have been a tenant of yours 
and you shall never set a foot on my 
land," So the prince passed on. 

The . southern alave-holders at- 
tempted to lure the prince into the 
South to exhibit to him the bett'jr aide 
of slavery, but, the biographer avers, he 
was not impressed by the slave cities 
and refused to leave his carriage to visit 
the negro quartera at Haxhall's planta- 
tion. 

A great part of the work describes in 
detail the onerous public formalities 
which have constituted the life of the 
heir apparent, the corner-stone layings, 
monument unveilinge, the dedications 
and tours to India and £gypt, to Ireland 
and other parts of the kingdom. The royal 
passage through India in 1875, it appears, 
coat the government abou t )f 1,000, CCD, but 
byway of compensation preaenta were re- 
ceived by the Prince from Indian poten- 
tates whichaggregatcdinvalueij^l, 250, 000. 
For one trip on the Nile the hDat which 
carried the luinco's suite was stocked 
with, "among other things," :;,C.')0 bot- 
tles of champagne, 2,C30 bottles of soda, 
i,rZO bottles of claret and ample sup- 
plies of other drinkablea. It ia pointrd 
out as an evidence of the great personal 
popularity of the prince tliat all the pol- 
iticians who advised the people to ignore 
his presence in Ireland in 1885, insisted 
upon abstinence from any display of 
personal enthusiasm. 

Tlie married life of the Prince and 
Princess ia pictured as ideal. Uisir sur- 
roundings at Sandringham and Marl- 
borough are described with minute de- 
tails which will delight persons Who 
have an appetite for tliia sort of small 
detail. The Prince's private library at 
the former residence ia filled with the 
furniahinga from the cabin oi the 
Soraphis, in which he aailed to 
India. All the fluishings are in dark 
blue or green leather, stamped with the 
I'rinco'H monogram. His literary tnatea, 
judging by hia hooka, tend toward F'ng- 
lish history. Many shelves are devoted 
to documents on India, in whieh ho is 
greatly intsrested, with a great array of 
volumes about the mutiny, as well as a 
complete collection of liteiature about 
the Crimean war and- of colonial his- 
tories. /

AN ABSURD TUREAT. 

The Poat-Intelligencer thinks that if 
the Dominion government should close 
the paesea the tJnited States govern- 
ment would put insurmountable diffi- 
cnlties in the way of the transportation 
of Roods up . the Stickine. Once more 
we suggest to our couteiuporary the de- 
sirability of reading the Treaty of Wash- 
ington before attempting to define the 
powers of its government in the prem- 
ises. By this treaty the right to the free 
navigation of several rivers, the Stickine 
among them, is provided for. Some of 
the rivers are opened to the use of Uni- 
ted States citizens where they iiow 
throDgh Canada, others are opened to 
the use of British subjects where they 
flow through the United States. The 
arrangement is a reciprocal one, bat 
hitherto almost the whole advantage 
has been on the side of the I'nited 
States. In addition to this mu- 
tual privilege the eamo treaty se- 
cures to the people of each country 
the right to carry goods aoross the ter- 
ritory o{ the other under such regula- 
tions as will prevent smaggling. These 
being treaty rights, they can only be 
abrogated by denouncing the treaty, and 
we are not prepared to believe that the 
United States senate will throw away 
the privilege of freely navigating the St. 
Lawrence and St. John rivers in order 
that Seattle merchants may do an out- 
fitting trade for one season. 

But let us apply the thing practically. 
A man bound for some point in Canada 
reaches Wrangel. He will be accorded 
precisely the aaine treatment there as he 
would be if he landed at Portland, 
Maine, or as a United States citizen 
would be if he landed at Vancouver 
from a O.P.R. steamer from the Orient 
bound for Seattle. Ilia goods being in 
transit would be passed through without 
interference, and suhject only to such 
enpervision aa would be necessary 
to prevent emiiggling. Two or three 
times a week steamers arrive at 
Victoria from San Francisco bound for 
Seattle. They may be filled to their 
fullest capacity with United States mer- 
chandise, but no customs house officer 
malests them. An officer ia present to 
see tiiat no goods art; lauded here with- 
out being reported, but he does not con- 
cern himself at all about what the vessel 
does with the goods that remain on 
board. Sometimes goods reach here 
from the United States, bound for 
another point in the United States. 
They are unloaded, placed in the waro- 
liousoand reshipped to tiieir destination 
without any inconvenience to any one 
and on payment of a small fee. Every 
day of the week jast such things tran- 
spire at Atlantic ports In the United 
States in respect to goods in transit to 
points in Canada. The Post-Intelligen- 
cer ought to learn that that is the prac- 
tice of civil' zed people in respect to in- 
ternational commerce. ' • 

( iooda taken to Wrangel en route to 
points in Canada must be reported to 
the collector there, and that official will 
see that they are allowed to go forward 
After taking such precautions as may be 
necessary to prevent einuggiing. It the 
goods are in charge of a transportation 
company, as in nine cases out of ten 
they ^vill be, the individual miner will 
be Bubjepted, to no inconvenience, In 
the summer all goods going up the river 
will be in charge of transportation com- 
panies and will be subject to no inter- 
fwrenco. It may be that each steamer 



doubtful. This is not done, we believe, 
on the St. Lawrence. 

The right of customs officers at Wran- 
gel to interfere with goods in transit to 
Canada was illustrated last year in a 
case where some tins of opium' were 
being taken pp th^ Stickine, for some 
Chinamen. They were detaihied at 
Wrangel by the officer for non- 
payment oi duties. Ilia attention 
was called to hia error by Col- 
lector Milne, who pointed out to him 
that he had no right to inquire into the 
contents of packages in transit and re 
ferred him to a decision of the treasury 
department in a precisely similar ease 
which arose at San Francisco where a 
quantity of opium in transit to Guate 
mala was seized for non-payment of 
duty, but released on the ground that 
the opium, though brought into the 
United States, was not imported, but 
was only in transit, and hence was not 
subject to interference. The collector 
at Wrangel at once released the opium 
This ia the law of the United States and 
of every other civilized nation, and there 
is not the least reason to suppose that it 
will be altered in respect to the Alaskan 
frontier. . 

We believe that the application of this 
rule to the carriage of goods from ports 
in the United States in British bottoms 
will remove all ditficultiea which the 
people of Seattle are seeking to place in 
the way of north- bound business by such 
Steamers. It is undoubtedly the 
law that if a British steamer goes to 
Seattle and there loads United States 
goods for Wrangel, such goods are sub 
ject to duty on arrival there; but wo be- 
lieve the Treasury will hold that a Brit 
ish vessel may load at Seattle with 
United States goods consigned to a point 
in Canada, and transfer those goods at 
Wrangel to a British bottom aavigatir g 
the Stickine, without being subject to 
any other interference on the part of the 
cuBtoma authorities than would be ex- 
tenaed towards foreign goods. 

The Seattle paper's threat ia silly 
the extreme, and is hardly worth reply- 
ing to as a threat. As as exhibition cf 
ignorarce and disregard of the ameni 
ties of civilized life it is eminently char- 
acteristic of the source from which it has 
emanated. But we may add that if any 
undue interference with Canadian trade 
is practiced at Wrangel, Canada will 
soon discover a way of retaliating. 

THE LAKE TESLIN RAIL WA Y. 



The terms of the contract with UcEsrs 
Mackenzie and Mann (or the construe 
tion of the railway from the Stickine 
river to Lake Teslin are announced. Tee 
chief features of them are: The con 
tractors agree to begin at once and push 
forward to completion by March 10 a 
winter road from the mouth of the 
Stickine to Teslin lake. The railway is 
to be completed from a point on the nE v 
igable waters of the Stickine to the luke 
by September 1. The contractors bind 
themselves to provide steamboat accom- 
modation on the Hootalinqua and Yukon 
in connection with the railway. Freight 
rates are to be settled by the privy 
coancll. The contractors are to receive 
25,000 acres of land per mile as a antsi 
dy, or 3,750,000 acres, to be selected in 
alternate blocks of the size of 6 by 3 
miles. 

The subsidy carries with it the right 
to mine precious metals subject to a 
royalty of one per cent., but any loca- 
tion which free miners may make upon 
within areas selected by the contractors 
will stand. There does not appear to be 
any limit to the lime within which the 
aelection may be made, and this seems 
to be a weak feature in the agretment, 
though probably it may bo provided 
against, if not now, at least when the 
contract is before parliament, where it 
must be sent for ratification. It would 
bo manifestly unfair to give the contrac- 
tors all the time they inight desire to 
select land under such a contract, for 
in that case they would l)ave an incen- 
tive to hold back until discoveries had 
been made. This would not be so objec- 
tionable if the selection were confined to 
a specified area, bat where, as in this in- 
stance, carle hUinchi' ia given to run over 
the whole of the Yukon country, it is 
easy to see how great injustice might be 
done if there ia no limit of time. 

The provision requiring the contrac- 
tors to provide steamboat accommoda- 
tion on the Hootalinqua seems needless, 
because this will be forthcoming anyway. 
The feature giving the contractors an 
option upon tlio conatruction of any line 
that may be built to an open port in 
British Columbia calls for some explana- 
tion. Possibly when the exact terms of 
the contract are published, this provi- 
sion may not seem to be quile so open 
to criticism as it does now. It is under- 
stood that the contraetora expect addi- 
tional aid from the provincial govern- 
ment. The ground upon which thia will 
be urged will probably bo that the im- 
mediate construction of the lino ia of 
such paramount importance that the 
province can very well afford to pay 
something to secure it. ' We think this 
ground is a good one and believe that, if 
the amount of aid asked is not unreaaon- 
ablo, the legislature will promptly vote 
it, if the contract signed with the Do- 
minion government, when made public, 
will stand critical examination on its 
merits.^, There Iwjll ber general satisfac- 
tioh over the fact'that the contract tiaa 
been made with gentlemen who have 
the means and experience necessary to 
carry it out. Wo think it beat to reserve 
further comment until full particulars 



TitE Provincial government gave the 
Caaaiar Central Railway Company a 
thirty-five years lease of 750,000 acres as 
a subsidy for 75 miles of railway. The 
Dominion government proposes to give 
MesBrs.' Mackenzie & Mann 3.750,000 
acres outright for bdilding 150 miles ol 
railway. According to the critics of the 
local government in this province and 
elsewhere, the action of the provincial 
government was an outrage. By the 
aime reasoning, if the Dominion govern- 
ment bad leased to Messrs. Mackenzie & 
Mann 1,600,000 acres of land for thirty - 
five years, it would also have been an 
outrage. But the Dominion government 
aubaidy is two and a half times as great 
par |mile as the provincial sub- 
sidy referred to, and ia in per- 
petuity instead of for thirty- 
five years only. The Doroiuiou 
exacts one per cent, for royalty; the 
provincial government exacts on«i-balt 
per cent, royalty in addition to all other 
taxes that may be imposed, a rental of 
^50perannum for each claim, $100 for 
each transfer of a claim and the usual 
stum page on timber. Here then is n 
question in political arithmetic : If the 
Oassiar Central arrangement is an out- 
rage, bow shall the Mackenzie & Mann 
contract be described? 



TiiK opposition press have charged the 
government, individually and collect 
ively, with inconipetem y and dishonesty. 
The Colonist has taken the caao of ono 
minister, the Ohiet Comiuisaioner cf 
Lands and Works, and has shown that 
the great expenditures made under hia 
direction and the great interests in hie 
charge have been administered so that 
not a single scandal or cbarpe of 
extravagance has been made. Now the 
opposition press say that it is a poor 
recommendation. May wo ask them to 
say what they meant when they talkeii 
of corruption and extravagance? Is 
there a sort of Pickwickian sense in 
which these words are used in British 
Columbia politics? Aa we understand 
orruption, it means that some one hjs 
profited illegitimately at the espenee of 
the public, and aa weunderatacd incom- 
petency it meauB that the men who are 
charged with administering afiaira do 
not know how to administer them. II 
they mean anything else, will the oppo- 
sition press tell ns what it is? 

O.v January 21, Senator Turner pent a 
despatch to theSeattle Chamber of C(;m- 
merce stating that the collector of Sitka, 
whose arrival at Washington was awaittd 
by the treasury before the issuance of 
the new regulations in regard to the cai- 
riage of Canadian goods over the eo- 
called Alaskan strip, had readied that 
city and that the regulations would he 
published in the course of a week. V/e 
are glad to know that there was no foun- 
dation for the general opinion that, in 
alleging the absence of the collector aa a 
reason for delay, the United States gov- 
ernment was simply indefinitely post- 
poning the matter.

Goat skill coats for Klon- 
dyke. B. Williams & Co. 



The rush of prospective miners to Vic 
toria during tbe past fortnight haa 
proved a veritable Klondike to the mer- 
chants who have made special prepara- 
tions' for the northern trade. From 
many points in the Statea and Canada 
hundreds of people, bound for the rich 
gold fields of the North, have decided in 
favor of this city as an outfitting point 
and local outfitters in consequence are 
working night and day to fill orders. 

Every boat from Seattle, Tacoma and 
'Frisco brings over mining parties or 
representatives of mining parties whose 
object in visiting the city is to ascertain 
whether they can save money by pur- 
chasing their outfits here. During the 
past week alone large parties from Cali- 
fornia, Colorado and Washington have 
left thousands of dollars with Victoria 
merchants, after carefully investigating 
prices in Seattle, Tacoma, Portland, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. The views 
of these parties on the matter of outfit- 
ting have been published in the Coi-onist 
and, needless to say, no better evidence 
in Victoria's favor can be oll'ored. 

The flood of orders for outfits already 
in the hands of local merchants was 
augmented yesterday by those plactd 
by Mr. William Bateman of Winnipeg, 
and Mr. A. C. Jen of Oak Lake, Mani- 
toba. These cantlemen represent the 
Oak Lake & Yukon Trading & Trans- 
portation Company, the other members 
being Mesara. Arthur Thompson and 
William Chambers of Oak Lake, and 
Archie Chisholm of Griswold. The com- 
pany will buy here most of the goods for 
stores they intend to open in the Yakon 
country. They are taidng in fifteen men 
to assist in transporti&K the goods and 
Dr. Barrett, late of St. Boniface hospital, 
will look after the welfare of the party 
on the trip up. They will take in a 
complete outfit including six trained 
dogs and fifteen lioraea and will go 
North on February 7, per steamer Dan- 
ube. Mr. Bateman says the company 
have engaged space in the steamer for 
•J0,000 pounds and that they will leave in 
this city about ifl5,000 for goods which 
they are taking it with them. The other 
members of the company with the men 
engaged will arrive here in about a week, 
Mr. Jon has obtained permission from 
tlie patenter of the Robin Hood powder 
to manufacture the explosive in the 
north, and is taking up a large quantity 
of manufacturing material witn bim. 
He has made teals with tbe explosive in 
Manitoba and believes it will revo- 
lutionize mining operations in the north. 

If the company learn before sailing 
from here that the obnoxious United 
States regulations at Skagway have been 
done away, they will take the White 
Pass route, otherwise they will go in by 
way of the Stickino river. Messrs. Bate- 
man and Jen are guests at the Oriental 
hotel. 

Stopping at the same house is a party 
of four from Lob Angeles, Cal., coni- 
poesd of Messrs. ,1. L. Fiahhp.ck, James 
A. Watt, E. D. Gibson and 
W. R. Ceardslee. After carefully look- 
ing into prices at Loa Angeles and Seat- 
tle, the party came here, and have de- 
cided to purchase everything they need 
in this city. 

Mr. Fisbback said to the Colonist last 
night : " We are all Americans bat we 
decided in favor of your city in tbe mat- 
ter of outfitting because we can get much 
better terms hero. In dry goods partic- 
ularly we can save 25 per cent, without 
taking the duty into consideration. We 
get the best Mackinaw suits here for 
$7.50. They asked us^l2,5U for the same 
goods in Seattle. For the beat class of 
blankets in tiie latter city we wore asked 
$1, while your merchants quote even 
better goods at GO cents per |)uund." 

In tlio matter of groceries Mr. Fish- 
back stated that prices were but a siiade 
better than in Seattle. He has advised 
all hia friends in Southern California to 
come here to outfit. Another party from 
Loa Angeles who have been in Seattle 
for several days pricing goods have, Mr. 
Fishback says, decided to come to Vic- 
toria to purchase their complete outfit. 

Many of the American miners who 
have recently come to Victoria to ontSt, 
have brought with them price lists fur- 
nished by the merchants of the various 
cities which they visited for the purpose 
of looking into prices. Through the 
courtesy of Mr. II. Collins, whose party 
from Los Angeles purchimed their outfit 
hero the other day, the Cor.oNTST is able 
to give a comparison of prices in Yic- 
torui, Tacoma and San Francisco. 

It was only after a careful peru- 
sal of these price lists and a 
personal inspection of the goods 
ofTered that Mr. Collina, decided to lea-ve 
hia money with the merchants of this 
city. The Red Front Store 857 and 859 
Market street, famishes the 'Friaco 
prices and tbe,)liVaBbington Woollen Mill 
Co., the Tacoma figures. The, Victoria 
prices are taken from the list of W. G. 
Cameron, clothier; ■Johnson street. 

Another Victoria merchant who pub- 
liahea hia jDricea in plain figurea, ahoTf- 
ing much to his advantage as compared 
witli those of ,U. S. outfitters, is Mr. S.

Mr. Edward Taylor, of Craignower 
Boad, aud His Interesting i'ri- 
vate Collection of Birds. 



Three Dozen Pretty Polls, Educated 
and Trained Like Cliildreu— Au 
Englislimau's Hobby. 



" Bate a bad bird." 
"You're another." 

" Eddie's all right." 

Jiutering a good sized one-story build- 
ing directly in the rear of Mrs. Ward's 
residence on Craigllower road, wherein 
Mr. Edward Taylor, an Engliahman 
with a hobby keepe what ie perhaps the 
.largest private collection of parrots on 
the continent, a Colonist reporter was 
EratuitouBly furniehed with the above 
■iatereetiug information in several diU'or- 
ent parrot keys. 

A perfect hub-bnb arose when Mr. 
Taylor and the aeri be entered. Bed par- 
rota, green parrota, acarlet created, white 
breasted parrots, and even the chirpy 
little Java sparrows joined in the tieneral 
aahuation. 

" You're another ; you're another." 

Again caiue the tlirilling denuncia- 
tion, in harsh uncompromising tones, 
and the reporter glancing in the direc- 
tion from whence it came saw a largo 
Australian parrot, known ag tlie Mnjor 
Mitchell species, solemnly swinging in 
an immenao wire cage. 

" Ryan is not very complimentary to- 
day is he?" said Mr. Taylor a9 ho ap- 
proached the cage. He had a rough 
time of it coming across the ocean from 
his native home, and he gets bad natur- 
ed occasionally. " Don't yoji Mr. Ryan," 
c}ueried Mr. Taylor pleasantly aa open- 
ing the cage door, he inserted his nana 
apparently for the purpose of atrokini: 
the bird's plumage. 

The powerful vice-shaped beak closed 
with a sharp click, dangerously close to 
the hand, and in the same disagreeable 
tonea came the unequivocal answer, 
"You're another! You're another!" 

"Really, this won't do," said Mr. Tay- 
lor, as he yanked the bird from his 
perch witli a quick movement, and read 
hia rebellious pet a severe lecture. 

" You wicked old fellow," advancing 
hia hand again towards the now dejected 
looking bird, " what do you mean by 
this bstiavior." 

The lecture and the slight physical 
force used had the desired effect, for the 
now thoroughly cowed Ryan drooped hia 
brilliantly plumaged head and permit- 
ted hia master to stroke his plumage at 
will. 

"Such," said Mr. Taylor, "is the 
power anyone may obtain over these 
'birds by constantly studying them and 
making them, aa it were, companion. s 
Ryan is the only one in the lot that 
causes me any trouble now, and ho is 
indeed a sad dog at times. You naughty 
fellow you" (shaking hia head severe- 
ly at the now penitent parrot). 
Although Mr. Taylor has been in Vic- 
toria several months very few Victorians 
were aware that the city harbored such 
an interesting collection of birds aa he 
poasesfiea. 

Tne feathere:! pets of this eccentric 
Euglieman, who has travelled over the 
face of the globe to possess them have 
not been offered for sale, ae Mr. Taylor 
thiuks "that gold cannot buy 
tliem." Later on, he aaya, he may 
di-inofe of a few of his birds who are not 
in high favor, but up to the present 
time death only lias separated him and 
liipeta. Favored by fortune with in- 
c ependent means, Mr. Taylor, like many 
01 hia countrymen, adopted a hobby; 
and, the study of birds absorbing his 
attention at an early age, he has prose- 
t;uted it for years, until now it is almost 
a passion with him. Ho spent several 
years in China, vv'hen ho collected and 
studied the habits of nearly all the native 
birds, and from that country went to 
Australia where he turned liia attention 
almost exclusively to the keeping and 
study of parrot?. 

Wneu he left the latter country he de- 
termined that he and Lia feathered 
compauiona, who he claims can 
now interpret hia very expression, would 
not be separated. He coaeeqnently 
'Jbrought tbem to Canada with him and 
says tie never regtets the trouble and ex- 
peniiitnre this atep cost him, as he con- 
KiilciB " that the birds have a kind of a 
cl-i'm on him now." 

When Mr. Taylor left Anatraliahehad 
forty or fifty parrotB, well mated and 
carefully selected. 

The rough voyage an 1 change.i climatic 
i'onditions proved too much lor some of 
the birds, and iiia collection now num- 
bers only about thirty-five. The num- 
ber, however, will shortly be added to, 
aa now birds are now on the way across 
the ocean, soon to pass into the hands of 
a maater, who, while looking to their 
every want, will, if hia aasertions prove 
correct, eoon have them trained, edu'- 
cafod and under hia absolate dominion. 

When the scribe was intfodccid to 
Mr. Ta>]or he shook bands with a man 
apparently slightly over thirty yeara of 
age, tall. Blight, but erect and wiry look- 
ing. The bird collector wore tlie pro- 
verbial tweed suit, and a Vandyke- 
shaped beard of golden-brown hue con- 
trasted pleasantly with the alight pallor 
of hia face. For some years Mr. Taylor 
has suffered very ujuch with his eye.e, 
and. as ho exidained, hia passion for the 
Htudy of birds did not become absorbing 
until he was obliged to abut oil his 
'reading. 

With the heartineas of an enthusiast 
he.fpent considerable time in explaining 
<the hibica of hia peta, the various speciea 
represented, and how be became pos- 
sessed of them. The temperature of the 
building he had erected expressly for 
Ilia peta is carefully regulated by a wood 
healer. It is completely filled with 
cases, several of the largest being divided 
into compartments. Here may be seen 
gorgeously plumaged parrots, which only 
a few years ago were luxuriating in the 
dense forests of the Amnzon, the tropical 
mnzea of a Houth African jungle or in 
the aweet scented trees of a South Aus- 
tralian buah. Perhaps the finest speci- 
men in the collection is the bird 
" Ryan." Mr. Taylor saya ho named 
the parrot after a sailor who reaoued it 
from the rigging of tlie ahip, when it es- 
caped from its cage on th^ journey out. 

Ryaa ff '.■•iBTi.a-.' yery intelligent bui 
iraepibld bird and he baa learned a num- 
ber of pbraEos and ,()xpr«^BlonB, which 
^10 with great vr.frequenoy v dtteired 



withi a startling effect. Hia master 
88yB'\he° trained and educated the 
bird with great difficulty, but be 
he prizes it none the less on this account. 
A fine King parrot, a native of Aus- 
tralia, alao gave its maater any amount 
of trouble, before it woa tought the man- 
ners and speech of civilization. The lat- 
ter is a splendid looking bird , of brilliant 
red and green plumage. With creat 
diflicully Mr. STaylor taught it to repeat 
a few ordinary phrases and he lias also 
succeeded in taming it completely, no 
easy task, he says, for this apeciea of 
parrot figlit long and hard against hu- 
man interference and instruction, A 
number of macawe, with green plumage 
and scarlet-tipped crests, chattered away 
gaily while their master visited them in 
turn. The conversation power of these 
birds ia limited,, and while they can 
nearly all repeat a few simple words, 
Mr. Taylor has not yet succeeded in 
teaching them a phrase of any length. 

An interesting feature of the collection 
is a group of Java pparrows, kept in two 
lar^e cpges. They have become accli- 
matized and Mr. Taylor does not worry 
about their welfare, although ho thought 
that, after losing several liere, they could 
not stand the climate. Their chirping 
and singing contrasted pleasantly with 
the harsh accents of their more iuipus- 
ing looking compauioua. 

Mr. Taylor was induced to say a little 
about hia moat interesting hobby. 

He said : " I know of no more inter- 
esting atudy than the one I have taken 
up and pursued with unremitting atten- 
tion for a number of years. Some peo- 
ple call it a hobby and wonder why 1 
devote nearly all my attention and time 
to these birds. There is ' method in my 
madness,' however, for I have adopted a 
Byatuui in educating and training my 
parrots particularly, which some day I 
will probably make known to the world, 
and which I claim can hardly be im- 
proved upon. The intelligence exhibit- 
eJ by aoiue of nij' pets is at times start- 
ling even to me. In training and edu- 
cating them I have had occasion to shut 
off their food supply to n certain extent, 
and no tramp over made a more pathetic 
appeal for a hand out than they did. 

" Whore did I get my birds? Well, 
from nearly every (juarter of the globe 
in fact. My most valuable parrota I 
picked up in Australia, obtaining them 
from sailore, bushnien and bird mer- 
chants. Of course it required a lot of 
money and time to collect these birds, 
but 1 am aatistied and think my iuvest- 
ment^a good one. A man can dispense 
very well with the pleaauree of society 
when he baa auch mtereating compan- 
ions as these birds have proved to be. 
Later on I may give to the world the re- 
sults of my studies, hut do not care to 
say anything about that just at present." 

As Mr. Taylor and the scribe left the 
bird biiilding the hubbub in the cages 
became almost deafening, and the harsh 
.iccents of the cranky 1 i -d Ryan rising 
above the din again formed themselves 
into the accusatory and unpolite phrase, 
" You're anotbe^."

SEAL SKIN GARMENTS. >• 

The followine regalatioDB of the United 
StaicB Treasury Departmentare olspeuir-i 
Kiteteei: to all thoiiu persons intending to 
visit tlu< United .States, antl to take with 
them, eitljer as personal effects or uier- 
chaudise, any. fur seal bklus, or articles 
uiauufaottirml therefrom : 

1. No fur seal skins, whether raw, 
dressed, dyed, or otherwise manufac- 
tured, fihall be admitted to entry in tbe 
United States, uiiiess there shall be atr 
tached to tho invoice a certificate, algncd 
by the United States consul at the place 
of exportation, that said akina were not 
taken from seala killed within the waters 
mentioned in said act, epeeifyirg in de- 
tail the locality of audi takini:, wliether 
on land or at sea, and also the person 
from whom said akins were purchased 
in tlii ir rav/ and dreaeed state, the date 
nf paid purchase and the lot number. 
Coiituls shall require autisfactory evi- 
dence of the truth of auch facts by oath 
or otherwise before giving any sucli 
certificate. 

No fur seal skina, raw, dreaaed, dyed, 
or otherwise maniiiacture l shall ha ad- 
mitted to' entry aa part of a passenger's 
personal effects uulees accompanied by 
an invoice certified by the conaul as 
herein provided. 

All fur seal skins, whether raw; 
dressed, dyed, or otherwise manufac- 
tured, the invoices of which are not ac- 
companied by the certificate above pre- 
scribed, shall be seized by the collector 
of customs and destroyed aa provided for 
in ppctiou y of the act of Ueceiuber -\^, 
181)7. 

2. lOvery article manufactured, in 
whole or in part, from lur seal skins, the 
invoice of which ia presented as alore- 
aaid to the conaul, eball have legibly 
stamped thereon the name of tbe miinn- 
factnrer and the place of innnufacture, 
and ahall beacctimjianied by a etateuient 
in writing under the oath of said nianii- 
facttirer that said skin or eking used in 
said article were taken from seals not 
killed at sea within the waters men- 
tioned iu said act, apecifying the locality 
in detail, and also the person from wboiii 
said sliiua were purohaaed in their raw 
and dreaaed atate, tbe date of aaid pur- 
chase and the lot nnmher. 

3. When an application ia .made to a 
consul for a certificate under these regu- 
lations the invoice and proofs of origin 
presented by the exporter shall be sub- 
mitted to the treasury ajtent designated 
for the purpose of investigation, and the 
consul shall not certify any such invoice 
until such agent shall have made his re- 
port. 

•1. All articlea manufactured in whole 
or in part irom lur seal skins and im- 
ported into the United States ahall have 
the linings thereof so arranged that the 
pelt of the akin or skina underneath 
ahall be exposed for examination. 

5, All fur seal akins, whether raw, 
dreased, dyed or otherwise manufac- 
tured, in whole or in part, whether im- 
ported as merchandise or aa part of a 
passenger's effects, ahall be eent to tbe 
public storea for a careful examination 
and inspection to prevent evasion of the 
law. 

0. All garments made in whole or in part 
o[ seal skins and taken from thia coun- 
try may be re-entered on presentation 
of a certificate of ownership from the 
collector of customs of the port of de- 
parture, which certificate, ahall have 
been obtained before leaving this coun~ 
try. 

7. Nothing in these regulations shall 
affect the right of any officer of the cus- 
toms to inspect and Beiz9 any fur seal 
skin or garment imported which be may 
find to have been imported in violation 
of said act. 

The law prohibits the importation 
into the United States of any fur seal 
skina taken in the waters of the North 
Pacific ocean, and tho above reKuIatidns 
are designed to carry into effect said 
law, and the laws are rigidly enforced 
by the U. S. customs officers. It will be 
seen that fur seal skins of any kind can ■ 
not be imported into the United States, 
whether aa merchandise or aa part of the 
paasengers' effects, unless accompanied 
by the re(juired conaular certificate. It 
will save paasengera taking aealakin fura 
or garmenta into the United States a 
creat de;l nt annoyance and delaj , and 
possibly seizure, if they provide them- 
selves with the required consular certifi- 
cate before they start.

Bay Company's store and stealing a 
(|uantity of bacon, tobacco and whiskey. 
Evans pleaded guilty to receiviog stolen 
goods. The crown mode a very strong 
case against Demeree, in which it was 
shown that Evans was equally guilty.. 
Before the arown had put iu half its case 
W. A. Gallihcr withdrew from the de- 
fence in consequence of the apparent 
ini8repr.r;eeatatiou of hie client. Thci 
cliiof witness for the defence wag the 
prisoner lOvans, who endeavored fotuiike 
tho court believe that two other men 
had st ilcn the go-jda ami that they hnil 
meialy tried to dispose of tlieni. Ia 
this attempt Evans coni radicteil hiiu- 
flelf and Doniers peveral timea. In pasa- 
ing eentonco upon the men Judge Forin 
said : " I .am convinced that boili 
of yuu aVo guilty of stealing and lying. 
You are two bad men, whom the com- 
munity would be far safer without. Ido- 
not know that I ever met ^ith Buob bold 
lying and perjury. You are tnen with- 
out any ihoral sense whatever. Your 
case is the worst that has ever come be- 
fore me in the way of nioral obliquity. 
You are guilty of a series of olTenceH. 
Che sentence of tbe court is that each of 
you be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
for three years." 

The f lectora of Grand Forks have got 
into a tangle over their last municipal 
election. It has turned out that n 1 
those qualilied to eerve on the council 
and exercise the franchise were practic- 
ally hived in the one ward. When tho 
nominationa came around one of thocity 
wards was left entirely unrepreaented. 
After this election ^ome of the residents 
of Grand Forlta questioned the legalit^'OEi 
the whole thing, and it ia donbtf nl If the' 
council will attempt to exercise its pow- 
ers until word, baa been received from 
Victoria, Peter T. McOallum was' 
elected mayor of Grand Forks by a 
majority of 11, having polled 
33 votes, while his opponent, W. 
K. C. Manly, secured only 22 vote?. 
There were four candidates for 
aldermanic honora in the South ward, 
three of whom were elected. The buc- 
cessful candidates were Dr. Stanley 
Smith, L. A. Manly and JefT Davis^ 
while J. W. Jones waa not elected.

If all steamboat achemea now being 
conaidered materialize Victoria will 
have an era of ehipbuilding that has 

never hitherto been seen on the Pacific 
coaat. la the upper liarbor are now 
mauy veseels in course of conBtruction 
and it is atated all along the water front 
that there ia a scheme afloat for convert- 
ing all tbe aehoonera in the upper harbor 
into a Heet of freightera to be placed 
under one management and to be oper- 
ated in connection with the Northern 
huainesB. Of this fleet the E. B. Mar- 
vin, Triumph, Annie E. Paint, and Flor- 
ence M. Smith, are each capable 
of carrying two hundred tona of 
freight and nearly all have a 
carrying capacity of over 200 
tone. It would require little preparation 
to put tbeee echooners in condition, as 
they all are stanhcb Beaworthy veaeela. 
Several enquiries have recently been re- 
ceired concerning the Buitability ol these 
veeaels for tbe buaineaa, and it ia under- 
Btood that negotiations for the purchaae 
of one by aome Chicagoana are now 
pending. Another Yukon steamer ia to 
be built iminediatply for Captains Ful- 
ton and Orane, and the Iceel of the veo- 
eel is to be laid in Turpel'a 
shipyard this morning. The contract 
for the building of it has been awarded 
to Thos. Trahey, who ia to have her 
ready for service by the let ol April. 
She ia intended entirely for the passen- 
ger service, and will have accommodation 
tor 250 pasaeDgerB. She is to be a stern 
wheeler, 120 leet long and .'SO feet abeam 
and will be powerfully '• engined " by 
Andrew Gray. In couiuc^ion with thic 
veeeei, a eecond coutruuL which Mr. 
Trahey has )eceived calls fi r three large 
barges to be 120 feet long, 18 feet wide 
and ftet deep. These vebsela are also 
to be built at unce, and when the Btetiiii- 
er is rcittly to sail fur the North they will 
be hilched ou astern, taking any freight 
that might be offering. 

THE " SEATTLE " .SAILS. 

Six. passengers ■ joined the passing 
throng on the Bteamship City of .Seattle 
on her route North yeaterday morning.
